Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letters of June 5s 12, 1?, 19, and 2?, with enclosures. 

I am busy working on a paper for the Vienna High-Energy Physics Conference 
(unfortunately I'm not going), or I would have written sooner. 

The Russell correspondence is most interesting. I had forgotten about 
his public remarks on his stand against certain parts of the Report. He has 
reason to be upset, I agree. 

The indexes to CD 5, 6, and part of ? arrived. Jim Schmitt is working 
on them. 

I have not seen your memo on JosA Dearing, and would appreciate a copy. 

Pages 572-574 of CD 75, which are withheld, appear to be a list of people 
who got Mexican travel permits in New Orleans on September 17, 1963 , the same 
day Oswald did. (Some of the names appear on a similar withheld list on pages 
582-584.) As you can see from the cross-index we sent you, certain subsequent 
pages appear to be interviews of these people, presumably to determine if they 
had seen Oswald at the Mexican Consulate or while traveling to Mexico. It may 
or may not be a coincidence that among these 18 people there was an admitted 
former CIA employee, Gaudet (page 588 ; enclosed) and a friend of Dave Ferrie, 
David Magyar (pages 589-590, which you have in 0 in N.O. . the Ferrie section). 

Copies of CD 75, P* 211 (Pecoraro) and CD 1389 are enclosed, as requested. 

Even before you suggested it, I brought up the matter of the indexes 
with Helen Hartmann. It would be nice if she could work on them. 

I have seen nothing in the papers recently on the Drennan hearing. 

The address 204 (or 203) Zinnia St., Metarie (CD 6, p. 135) means nothing 
to me. 

I do not recall directing your attention to the “third page of the 
Bringuier report," (of which CD 75, p. 686 is the first), as you mentioned. 

Page 688 of CD 75 is almost certainly identical to page 1 of CE 3029.
